STRUGGLES IN BRAZIL | 


ya GAM 


With the suspension of the 
“State of War,” the acquittal 
of Federal Senator Abel Cher- 
mont and the freeing of 700 
political prisoners, fascism in 
Brazil suffreed a severe blow 
and democracy scored a signal 
victory. 

The release of these political 
prisoners is a heartening tribute 
to the united force of world 
public opinion. But the battle 
is not over. The defenders of 
democracy must consolidate their 
gains and press forward with 
their demands for complete res- 
toration of civil rights in Brazil 
and the unconditional release of 
Luis Carlos Prestes, president 
of the Nationa] Liberation Al- 
liance, Pedro Ernesto, Mayor of 
Rio de Janeiro and all anti 
fascist political prisoners, 


Outlaws People’s Front 


For almost two years, terror 
ruled Brazil. It began with the 
decree of the “Monstrous Law” 
the outlawing of the National 
Liberation Alliance, the Brazilian 
People’s Front. It culminated in 
the suppression of the November, 
1935 movement for national lib- 
eration which was followed by 
a terror more widespread and 
more brutal than any in thé his- 
tory of Brazil 


During this period, the Brazil- 
ian constitution was swept aside. 
Democratic rights were abolished. 
Hundreds of political prisoners. 
among them the most outstand- 
ing representatives of the Brazil- 
ian people, were thrown into 
jail. Torture, murders, ‘“‘suicides”’ 
were part of the daily life of 
the’ jails. Special tribunals, after 


the Hitler pattern were set up 


to condemn the heroes of the 
people. Anti-faseists from other 
< ntrie ere deported to Vigo, 
which under Franco’s rule 
and were shot upon arrival. 
Olga Benario, the wife of 
Luis Carlos Prestes, the Brazilian 


government handed. over to the 
Gestapo in whose hands she still 
remains with her infant daughter 
who was born in custody. 


Vargas is Own Nominee 


Since the question of the presi- 
dential election campaign was 
tirst raised, Vargas tried to man- 
euver the nomination of a num- 
ber of candidates including that 
of his friend and supporter, Os 
waldo Aranha, at present the 
Brazilian ambassador at Wash- 
ington. But in reality, Vargas’ 
real candidate for the presidency 
was himself. To be able, to 
carry this out, it was necessary 
for him not only to suppress the 
supporters of democracy, but 
even those among his followers 
who would not agree to violate 
the Constitution by continuing 
Vargas in power. 


The terror was intensified. Into 
the States of Matto Grosso and 
Maranhao, Vargas sent his per- 
sonal appointees with absolute 
power to rule over the states and 
over the corstitutionally elected 
governors. 

Vargas has intervened even in 
the heart of the country, in the 
capital and federa] district of 
Rio de Janeiro, revoking its 
autonomy, throwing its Mayor, 
Pedro Ernesto in jail, and ap- 
pointing one of his henchmen 
dictator of Rio de Janeiro. Armed 
intervention was decreed in ‘the 
State of Rio Grande do. Sul 
whose governor opposed tascism 
and Vargas. 


Tries Fascist Coup 


All these decrees were but pre- 
liminary steps in preparation for 
a fascist coup which Vargas was 
planning through instigating in 
the various States armed insur- 
rection which Vargas would 
crush with the help of the fascist 
integralistas and of Germany and 
Italy, particularly, the former of 
whom had initiated and fostered 
the plan. But the provocation 
in the State of Rio Grande do 
Sul failed. The Vargas-Hitler plot 
was foiled. 

Vargas tried again. This time 
he threw himself against the 
Governor of Pernambuco who 
had also opposed Vargas’ re- 
malung in the presidency. The 


Vargas government then demand- 
ed the arrest of Lima Cavalcanti, 
the governor of Pernambuco ac- 
cusing him of lending aid to 
the November ]930 uprising. 
Lima Cavalcanti was summon- 
ed before the illegal Special 
Tribunals. His crime? That of 
having many years ago nomin- 
ated as officials of his State 
two prominent figures of Per- 
nambuco, men, who it was ru- 
mored, were interested in the 
study of Marxism! With this 
“crime” Lima Cavalcanti had 
never been charged. It is only 
now, many years after, when he 
had expressed the opinion that 
In accordance with the Brazilian 
constitution, another president 
should be chosen, that Cavalean- 
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tis “crime’ was discovered. 
Discontent Grows 


These attempts on the part of 
the Vargas government to pro- 
voke the States to open revolt 
increased popular discontent with 
the Vargas regime and the ter- 
ror and persecution it had per- 
petrated. The dissatisfaction. exist- 
ing among different  poultical 
groups and coalitions in the var- 
ious states, was intensified. 

To the support of Lima Cav- 
aleanti, governor of Pernambuco 
province, when he was arrested 
by: the Vargas government, 
sprang the governors of Bahia 
and other states. 

Many of Vargas’ staunch poli- 
tical supporters suddenly realized 
that the same fat awaited them 
if they did not abjectly submit 
to Vargas’ will. It would not be 
difficult to discover “erimes” that 
they had committed. It would 
only be necessary to apply the 
single word “communist.” The 
Governor of Pernambuco, Lima 
Cavaleanti was a “communist,” 
so also was Juracy Magalhaes, 
the Governor of Bahia, and per- 
haps, not much later, even Ar- 
mando Sailes de Oliveira, can- 
didate for presidert and aristo- 
cratic representative of British 
interests in the rich and power- 
ful state of Sao Paulo, should 
the political situation require it, 
might become a “communist.” 


Mobilizes Military 


@ that atmosphere of reaction, 
terror and confusion, Vargas 
thought it best to precipitate a 
coup d'etat. With that purpose 
in view, he made military ar- 
rangements, ard addresd himself 
to the Governor of the State of 
Minas Geraes, Benedicto Vallad- 
ares, asking him to send to Rio 
large rainforcements of police, 
which he sald were necessary 
to “face the events” which were 
then approaching. 

The Governor of Minas Geraes, 
a staunch supporter of Vargas 
and the ‘coordinator’ charged with 
the task of choosing the new 
candidate for the presidency, be- 
came frightened with Vargas’ 
request for armed forces. He 
learned of the armed movement 
which the government was or- 
ganizing. He realized that the 
coup was aimed not against com- 
munism alone, as Vargas alleged, 
but that under this cloak demo- 
cracv would definitely be sup- 
pressed, and that nobody, not 
even Vargas’ best friends, would 
henceforth be permitted to raise 
any questions about Vargas’ poli- 
cies, 


People Defy Vargas 


In the face of the serious sit- 
uation thus created, with increas- 
ing indignation of public opin- 
ion at home and abroad, Vallad- 
ares decided to unite with the 
forces which were opposed _ tc 
the continuation of Vargas’ power 
and without consultigg with Var- 
gas, he made a broadcast to the 
nation in which he stated that 
the people could be confident 
Vargas would not continue in the 
presidency, and that a new can- 


-didate would soon be proposed. 


A few days after the Conven- 
tion of the various states, Jose 
Americo was chosen as the offi- 
cial candidate. This in spite of 
Vargas’ efforts to postpone the 
convention until tne coming 
month of September. 
Confronted with the fait ac- 
complished, Vargas, ever an as- 
tute politician, hastened to state 
that he was in complete agree- 
ment with the decision, With this 


new attitude which he has as- 
sumed, he is watching the situa- 
tion, trying to gain the upper 
hand by a maneuver, during the 
few months which remain before 
the new elections. He is tak:ng 
provocative steps against the can- 
didature of Jose Americo; he has 
not yet recalled the troops sent 
to the frontier of Rio Grande 
de Sul, which troops stand ready 
to invade this State at a-.mo- 
ment’s notice. The fascists too, 
although they have chosen their 
“own” candidate, are calling 
against “new elections.” 


Patriots Fight Reaction 


The struggle against the Var- 
gas regime has taken still more 
open forms. In the Chamber of 
Deputies wiolent attacks have 
been made against his policy of 
terror. Deputy Caf Filho em- 
phatically protested against the 
mutual protection and connivance 
of the Government and the fas- 
cists. He scored the radio broad- 
cast of the fascist Rosalina Lis- 
boa (who, by the way, is the 
wife of James Muller, South 
American director of the United 
Press). The broadcast was organ- 
ized by the government Depart- 
ment of Propaganda and Educa- 
tion. Protesting the incarceration 
of hundreds of persons against 
whom not even formal charges 
were made until that time, he 
demar.ded at the same time that 
the Minister of Justice be com- 
pe_led to clarify the question. He 
further publicly denounced ihe 
negotiations which were under 
way with Germany for the pur- 
pose of granting this country a 
large concession in Brazil (the 
Acre Territory) for the pianta- 
tion of rubber. 


force Chermont’s Release 


Meanwhile, the Special Tribun- 
al has been attempting to con- 
tinue the trials of the political 
prisoners. The demoralization of 
the Tribunal is a patent fact. 
Jose Americo himself considers 
the Tribunal an insult to democ- 
racy. Its judges are denounced 
before the public. To the people 
of Brazil this Tribunal symbol- 
izes reaction and fascism. The 
struggle against it increases. 

Senator Chermont, who prior 
to his arrest exposed from his 
chair in the parliament ‘the 
crimes committed under the 
‘state of war,” has been returned 
to the Brazilian nation. He is 
pack in the Senate where he 
continues to carry on the task 
which was entrusted to him by 
the people who elected him in 
Para, and which Vargas tried in 
vain to impede. Now back in 
the Senate, Chermont exposes 
the tortures inflicted upon him 
during his imprisonment and he 
demands that an inquiry be start- 
ed. 


Struggle Not Ended 


The national deputies have de- 
cided not to permit the contin- 
uation of the state of war and 
they have brought that decision 
to the knowledge of the Minister 
of Justice, However, Vargas 
pushes forward the demand that 
the Special Tribunal be _pro- 
claimed a permanent legal body 
of the government, in order to 
continue carrying out the trials 
of hundreds of political prison- 
ers. With the Special Tribunal 
and the enfircement of the “mon- 
strous law” he intends to con- 
tinue the reign of terror and 
reaction in Brazil, and stand in 
the way of democratic progress. 

Censorship of the press has 
been suspended... but news- 
paper editors are ‘advised’ to 
publish only such things as are 
tavorable to the government. 

The latest events in Brazii, the 
victories achieved against reac- 
tion, show the value of the 
united efforts in Brazil as well 
as in other countries to defend 
democracy. It shows clearly what 
the pressure of American public 
vpinion can do when directed 
against fascism. The struggle has 
not ended. On the contrary, it 
continues and will become keener 
from day to day. The reaction- 
aries and fascists are at work. 
They can and must be defeated. 
And this task belongs not only 
to the Brazilian people, but to 
the people of the United States 
as well.
